He retained 
his strength and leadership and at 
the time of his death, in the opinion 
of the speaker, possessed a follow- 
ing as great as any other man. 


In concluding hib presentation the 


speaker read a. letter from Charles 
Lord, former personal 
friend of 


W 
J. Bryan, 
which proclaimed 


Bryan as the greatest orator of his 
time and the greatest debater since 
the Christian era began. Following 
the talk by Judge Shepherd, A. E. 
Sheldon, secretary of the society, 
expressed hopes that in years to 
come Lincoln ivill be the center for 
students of Bryan Just as Spring- 
field, III , is the haven for students 
of Abraham Lincoln.

This subject was spoken on 
ay Charles A. Chappell of Mmden 
Mr. Chappell first told of the p'c- 
turesque setting of the old fort 
which lies Just a short way from 
the Platte river a little back from 
the road between Kearney 
and 


Minden, constituting the Lincoln 
tilghway-D. L. D. cut-off. 


Depredations bjj storms, winds 


and livestock have reduced this his- 
torical spot so greatly that it can 
scarcely be seen by the passer-by 
on the 'road. The fort, he said, was 
established by the government over 
seventy-five years ago for the pro- 
Lection of settlers and pioneering 
:ravelers around this territory, and 
has been the scene of many a hard 
fought Indian battle- 
With the 


withdrawal of troops and the pass- 
Ing of the fort Into hands of home- 
steaders it gradually fell into ruin. 
A few years ago talk of preserving 
this park got under way and a cor- 
poration was formed to purchase it 
tor public benefit but 'iad to be 
abandoned because of insufficient 
funds.

fort must be preserved and either 
the state, the federal government, 
or the old corporation sponsored

ness conditions of the past year 
and declared that he expected 1927 
to show "to better advantage than 
1926. 
He pointed out that agricul- 


tural conditions In 1926 had been 
below normal, and that' seasonal 
conditions had not been conducive 
to any Increase In the consumption 
of ice cream.

of the chief executives have recognized the prop.iety 
of newspaper publicity in connection with negotia- 
tions leading up to settlements v!th other nations 
and have very generally welcomed it. They felt that 
*hat was a part of the country's business should be 
given the widest publicity and there was no excuse 
or nceesslty for the closed door. They believed m 
open diplomacy It has been traditional In America 
that there should be no secret negotiations, no secret 
understandings and arrangements. 


President Coolidge looks backward. 
In substantiation of this it is, but necessary to re- 


call the nvj-stcrious figure of the White House spokes- 
man who appeared in public print on numerous occa- 
"slons The people of the Umtad States know vho the 
White House spokesman is now- IHs identity was 
"shadowy for a Ion? period. In their contacts with the 
press, no president preceding Mr. Coolidge found it 
necessary to adopt a fictitious role in aJring his views 
-on public questions. 'That is where Mr. Coolidge gave 
full revelation of his caution. He found he could 
speak informally and then await public reaction to 
the opinion he put forth under the guise of the White 
House spokesman 
H is not a courageous method o/ 


meeting the test of faith In one's convictions and the 
willingness to stand behind Lh°m. But it has been 
the Coolidge way- of getting his views betorc the 
public -without assuming full lesponsibiHty for the 
consequences. It is a custom which should be abolished 
at this time when the president's rnllcl pique over 
what seemingly impressed him as newspaper inter- 
ference in the handling of the crisis wJiich has arisen 
with America's southern neighbors. 


So far as hedging the secretary of state wltl? 


greater powers to formulate America's relations with 
foreign countries, by eliminating the wholesome effect 
of full publicity, Mr. Coolidge may very well forget 
it. Those who preceded him In office found they 
could trust to the discretion of the Washington repre- 
sentatives ot the press to print onlj that which would 
in no way produce additional complications. The cure 
"tor the situation which Jlr. Coolidge describes is to 
lay the full facts before the people and trust to public 


• sentiment to -weigh them fully. 


A ROYAL ROMANCE. 


"All the world loves a lover," Is an old saying and 


certainly all Japan loves one, that lover being no less 
a personage than Hirohito, the young man who has so 
lately ascended the throne of the Island Empire. It 
has also been said far very many years that "the 
course of true love never did run smooth," and it ran 
no smoother for the Prince Imperial than it has for 
those ,m more humble walks o£ life and in other 
climes. 


The Japanese dynasty Is the oldest on the face ot 


the globe, dating back more than 2,580 jeais, during 
which 123 emperors prior to Hlrohltc have lived and 
ruled and died, yet never before was one who chose 
his own wife for lo\e and fought for her hand, just as 
have done the princes of western romance -since 
romantic writers first were born. 
Before Hirohito 


pointed the way no such thing as marriage because of 
the love of two young people for each* other was 
known in Japan. It was a union of two families 
rather than oC individuals and was arranged by others 
than the two principals. 


But at the age of twenty, in 1921, Hirohito fell des- 


perately in love with Princess Xag-ako, whose mother 
was of the house of Shimaro, hereditary lord of the 
great Satsuma clan. He resolved that she should be 
his empress and share the throne with him, but the 
elder statesman, Prince Lamaga^, objected. The lat- 
ter was the acKnowledged leader of the Choshu ele- 
ment in the empire, whose greatest rival for imperial 
favor and'power was the Satsuma clique. He was; 
determined that there should be no union between 
the Satsuma and the future emperor, but Hirohito 
showed himself as capable of fighting for the lady of 
his heart as any knight -nho e'er drew lance when 
knighthood was in flower. 


And the entire nation flocked to the standard of the 


young prince. The people were driven into a frenzy 
of emotion and in February, 1921, 15,000 men, mem- 
bers of the Isational Prayer Offering association, 
marched through the streets of Tokyo to the 
Shrine, in which the deified spirit of the grandfather 
of the prince -nas enshrined, and United m prayer that 
the young man might win his battle for-his love. 


And he did win and those who had opposed him, 


the elder statesmen, were driven from power for 
all time. Furthermore, the example he had set'is 
being followed by the people of his empire and for the 
first time in all the years oC its history the young 
people of Japan are falling in love and are marrying- 
youths and maidens of their own choice because of 
that love. If noThlngr elfcc had ever been done by Hiro- 
hito or ever were to be done, his people on this ac- 
count alone would owe him their everlasting gratitude. 
But he has done more, for his fight against the elder 
statesmen had the effect of arousing public opinion 
and demonstrating to the populace the power of the 
same. They love him because he loved. 


CONCERNING PIFFLISH LAWS. 


Lieutenant Goveinor "Williams contributes an inter- 


esting, IP not .wholly convincing, defense of the wort; 
done by legislatures In enlarging and revising- the sta- 
tutes every two years. He cheerfully admits that we 
have too many laws now and that some of them are 
useless; but nevertheless he thinks criticism of the 
tendency of solons to enact'more and more atatutorj' 
regulations is not well founded. 


Mr. Williams points to the fact that the 1925 legis- 


lature pa&sed only 186 measures, of which only 30 
were entirely new acts, the remainder being to amend 
"or repeal existing- laws, to appropriate money from 
the state treasury or to express the sentiment of the 
legislature in the form of joint resolutions. He does 
not consider this record so bad as might be inferred 
from sonic of the comment passed on legislatures 
generally. 


It is true, as the lieutenant governor says, that the 


1925 session did a fairly good job in holding down 
the number of bills passed: but even at that it ground 
out enough to mane 460 pages of printed matter m 
the 1923 session laws, including the index 


Except for the ..determined stand taken by Speaker 


Burke of tho house in favor of a. "short, snappy, 
businesslike session" the number would doubtless 
have been considerably greater. 


Few ot these measures were of vital importance to

PUNISHING THE CRIMINAL. 


In Texas, -where Governor "Ma" Ferguson has liber- 


ated a larger prison population than is housed In all 
the penal institutions o£ Xebraska, the press has been 
aroused to a concerted demand for more severe and 
more certain punishment for lawbreakers. 


The Dallas News make.s a convincing case for more 


rigid punishment. It points to th« experience of Ger- 
many in handling the crime problem. 


In Germans', it shows, the number of convictions is 


95 percent. In the United States it 3s 1 3 precenL The 
results are seen in the fact that .Germany has but 
five homicides for each million inhabitants while the 
United States has 110, In America, the News states, 
a man knows his 'chances are 6 to 1 that he will 
never be arrested- from 12 to 15 to 1 tnat he will never 
be convicted and 110 to 1 that If convicted, he will not 
die for the crime 


The fact is that the indeterminate sentence la-n- 


invoking- a system of paroles and pardons, has in 
effect become 3. powerful factor in crime psjchology 
The criminal figures he may escape detection and 
arrest In the complexity of modern life. He has the 
airplane and the automobile to transport him from 
the scene^of his crime In a remarkably short space 
of time, and he can lose himself in the congestion of 
the great cities But even with arrest his outlook Is 
far from dark. His chances on defeating conviction 
on a. specific charge are good. Eeduced to numerics 
he has a 12 to 15 to 1 shot of escaping 
For the 


major crlmo of murder his chances are 110 to 1 that 
he will not die for his lawless taking of'life 
^ That Is not all. 


Even the habitual criminal, trho succeeds in con- 


cealing his previous record, stands an excellent chance 
of parole and pardon under the present system. There 
are very few men in American penitentiaries today 
who serve out the full term. 


If we are to curb cr,ImeVe ate going to have to 


change our EJ stem by making the punishment more 
severe for those who commit acts oC violence. 


It seems that the senate should be satisfied with 


stirring up dirt in its own ranks without 
Canadian officials in.

Inflammationi Around the NaN*. 


Inflammations around the rout;, and siues of the nails is known l>> 


the technical name of .fiu'onychla. Jl'ne condition may be caused b. 
similar things that cause inflammations elsewhere—injuries,, pus, Infcc- 
tiolis, ringworm and other skin diseases, and certain i>ystemlc diseases 
Unless the inflammation is due 10 a systemic disease, absolute clcan- 
luresss and the use o£ some anttaept'le medication is all that is necessar> 
to help it to heal, in most cases. Occasionally the condition is so bad 
that the nails have to be removed tor drainage, but this Is not us.ua! 
Housewives who are 
t>o aftlicted should near rubber gloves for dish 


washing: and other household work. 
'Treatment. Soak tne hands in hot water containing a tcaspoonful <of 


bicarbonate o£ soda to the qtiart ot water, and then use some antiseptic 
such as boraclc acid powder, or paint with iodine once a day. Another 
tjeatment after soaking the hands in hot water and bicarbonate oE y>rt 
is the ichthyol ointment, 23 to 50 per cent kept on constantly. Th 
dressing should be changed two or three times a day If the, nails ar 
very bad, they should be kept bandaged. A physician should t>c con- 
sulted to ieei if the condition is due to some general trouble. 


Ingrowing To« Nailt. 


Ingrowing toe na.ils always mean that there is fcome pinching- of the 


toes, either trom too narrow or otherwise ill-fitting shoes. The large 
toe nail is the one that is most frequently- affected. The nail shove 
Itself Into the llcshy part of the toe and it overlaps the nail The in- 
flammation which is caused by this usually goes on to suppuration, for 
there are always pus geims on the skm and they take advantage of ani 
opportunity to cuddle under some injured spot and develop. 


Treatment. For severe cases of continually relapsing ingrowing toe 


nails, the treatment is a surgical one. This consists of cutting off a 
slice of the toe including the edge of the nail, of course, and it will give 
permanent relief. Don't try it yourself! The home treatment is as fol- 
lows:Soak the foot in hot, soapy water: separate the nail fold as far as 
possible, and dust with boracic acid powder ar apply ichthyol ointment 
Better insert a little strip oC absorbent cotton or lint. If there is pus 
formed, It's a good Idea to wash out the apot with peroxide oU hydroge 
before putting in the medication and cotton. Strap the toe with one- 
half inch adhesive strap in the following manner: 
Fasten one end of the strap on the o\erlappin? fold in such 
si 


manner that you can pull the aiihesiXc around under the toe and BO pui 
the overlapping fold away from the nail." Carry it way around and over 
the nail so that it will overlap where you started and so hold in the 
medication and cotton 


Cutting the toe nails straight across -rtistead of round is thought to 


prevent the formation of ingrowing toe"~nails. But it i\ on't if you wear 
shoes that are too tight! (ff you do cut the nails straight across, rouni1 
off the sharp corners with a nail file )

THREATENS GOLF 


Landis Gives Clean Bill 


To Accused Diamond Stars 


High Commissioner Acquits Eddie Collins and 


Other Big Leaguers of Charge That Ball 
Games "Sloughed" by Tigers to White Sox; 
Verdict Discredits Risberg and Gandil. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—(A. P.)—Commissioner Landis to- 


day/joined the chorus of thirty-five baseball players in brand- 
ing as "an absolute lie" the charges made by Swede Kisberg 
and Chick Gandil that the Detroit Tigers "sloughed" a four- 
game series to the White Sox in 1917 so that the White Sox 
could beat Boston out in the tight race for jhe American 
league pennant. 


The commissioner, in a 2.000-word decision, completely 


exonerated all the accused players and decided, that the "gift 
fund" of $850, raised by the White Sox to reward the Tigers' 
pitchers, was not corrupt. He declared it was an act of im- 
propriety, reprehensible and censurable, but not an act of 
criminality. He said Risberg and Gandil had only incrimi- 
nated themselves, but being already on the ineligible list their 
story could not affect them; also that their story does not 
blacken the "lily whites."
